The pu rpose of the sink is to pro­ 
v ide a safe and conv enient place 
where water can be u sed in dish- 
wa'hing. cleaning and in the prepara­ 
tion of food. A plentifu l su pply of 
ru nning water, both hot and cold, is 
natu rally 
assu med., in the 
modern 
kitchen. The electric water heater 
meets the latter req u irement to per­ 
fection. Electric water heating is safe, 
clean and economical, and prov ides 
instant hot water of u niform temper­ 
atu re when needed. 
It is common cu stom to place the 
sink in front of a window, so as to 
insu re good light and an opportu nity 
for the hou sewife to enjoy the ou t­ 
door v iew while she washes dishes. 
This arrangement is by no means 
considered essential today . Improv ed 
lighting eq u ipment, particu larly re­ 
cessed lighting in the ceiling ov er the 
sink, can make this part of the 
kitchen as bright as any other, and 
permits the homemaker to work at 
the sink withou t standing in her own 
shadow. Moreov er, the modern hou se­ 
wife who u ses an electric dishwasher 
is not obliged to spend the long hou rs 
at the dishpan each day that her 
mother did. 
Below the sink will be storage 


space for u tensils. At both sides will 
be work cou nters or su rfaces to con­ 
nect the dishwashing-cleaning center 
with the work cepters on either side. 
Wall cabinets flanking the sink and 
abov e the work 
cou nters 
prov ide 
space for dishes, glassware, silv er 
and other eq u ipment. Soffit lights 
u nder the wall cabinets, to illu min­ 
ate the work su rfaces beneath, are a 
desirable addition. Plenty of conv eni­ 
ence ou tlets shou ld be placed in the 
wall abov e the work cou nters to faci­ 
litate the u se of small appliances su ch 
as the toaster and mix er. 
Thu s it is easy to see how smoothly 
y ou r kitchen work will mov e along 
from the moment y ou first begin 
getting dinner u ntil it is ready to be 
serv ed. The principle is the same one 
u sed in the modern factory with its 
assembly -line produ ction. 
In the modern kitchen the hou se­ 
wife first remov es food su pplies from 
her electric refrigerator or the stor­ 
age cabinets adjoining it in the stor- 
age-preparation center. Here she pre­ 
pares foods for cooking at the work 
cou nter conv eniently near — mix ing 
batter, stu ffing the chicken, or con­ 
cocting her fav orite recipe. 
From this cou nter it is only a step 
or two to the dishwashing-cleaning 
center, where she adds water for sim­ 
mering or boiling, scru bs and pares 
v egetables, and carries on other sim­ 
ilar activ ities. Nex t she mov es along 
to the cooking-serv ing center, where 
she pu ts the final tou ches on ev ery ­ 
thing before placing them in the ov en 
or on top of her electric range. 
When the meal is ready to serv e, 
it takes bu t a moment for her to 
carry it throu gh the nearby door into 
the dining room and serv e it piping 
hot, deliciou sly flav ored and fresh 
from the ov en, withou t waste motion 
or lost time.

CHICK LOSSES LOWERED 
IN INSULATED HOUSES 


MODERNIZING CHANGES 
OLD HOUSE INTO NEW 
SPANISH BUNGALOW 


Heavy losses of young chicks have 
been the unfortunate experience of 
many poultrymen who started with 
good chicks, a clean brooder house, 
a stove in good working order, cor­ 
rectly balanced feed and an ade­ 
quate supply of fresh clean water. 
Sudden weather changes are known 
to cause such losses as baby chicks 
are senstive to cold and drafts. 
In agricultural experiment sta­ 
tions brooder houses are commonly 
supplied not only with artificial 
leat but also with insulation to re­ 
tain the heat and maintain temper­ 
atures at a steady level 
As shown in the illustration, a 
new brooder house is being insu­ 
lated with eane fibre board to pro- 


tect young chicks. A sudden sharp 
fall in the outdoor temperature at 
night will not affect chicks in this 
house because the heat will not leak 
away as rapidly as it will in an unin­ 
sulated house. Fuel is conserved, 
thereby reducing the cost of brood­ 
ing chicks in such an insulated 
house. 
Brooder houses can be kept dry 
and free from drafts only by correct 
ventilation. Insulating a brooder 
house is a long step toward getting 
proper ventilation, which depends 
on even temperature and the elim 
ination of drafts.

H ow safe from fire hazards w ill 
your hom e be for the balance

A chnrt sen t out by the N ation­ 
al Board of 
Fire 
U nderw riters 
show s that fire losses take a d e­ 
cided spurt at the end 
o f 
th e 
cold w eather season. 
It isn’t nec­ 
essary to look far to find the cause 
of this. 
H ouseholders have been 
running their heating plants stead ­ 
ily since the first cold snap in the 
fall. 
D efects are opt to develop 
in stoves, furnaces or 
chim neys. 
C him ney flues m ay becom e clog­ 
ged w ith soot. 
A fire prevention engineer gives 
suggestions for avoiding fires from 
d efective heating system s at this 
tim e of the year. 
He w arns again­ 
st forcing furnaces or stoves and 
says that if you can’t get enough 
furm th from them , it w ill pay you 
to call in a heating 
expert. 
He 
suggests that 
households 
check 
over their heating system s to look 
for such defects as broken parts, 
holes in the sm oke pipe, burnable 
m aterial near the sm oke pipe or 
any v ery hot part of the heating 
plant that becom es charred from 
the radiated heat. 
Look for dirty 
or d efective chim neys. 
If you d on ’t feel entirely sure 
that your heating system is safe, 
it is best not to w ait until 
you 
have let the fire go out 
in

spring. 
In fact it m ay be decided­ 
ly dangerous in blustery w eather. 
H eating plant fires,

Whatever the shape of your new 
kitchen, the placing of the sink is 
tremendously important The sink and 
other equipment which together com­ 
prise the dishwashing-cleaning center 
should stand between the storage- 
prcparation center on one side and 
the cooking-serving center on the 
other. 
This relationship between the three 
work centers is imperative if you are 
to obtain complete efficiency in your 
modern, planned electric kitchen, be­ 
cause the location of each appliance 
is an important part of the service 
that appliance provides, the Modem 
Kitchen Bureau declares. 
The purpose of the sink is to pro­ 
vide a safe and convenient place 
where water can be used in dish­ 
washing, cleaning and in the prepara­ 
tion of food. A plentiful supply of 
running water, both hot and cold, is 
naturally 
assumed,, in the 
modern 
kitchen. The electric water heater 
meets the latter requirement to per­ 
fection. Electric water heating is safe, 
clean and economical, and provides 
instant hot waier of uniform temper­ 
ature when needed. 
It is common custom to place the 
sink in front of a window, so as to 
insure good light ami an opportunity 
for the housewife to enjoy the out­ 
door view while she washes dishes. 
This arrangement is by no means 
considered essential today. Improved 
lighting equipment, particularly re­ 
cessed lighting in the ceiling over the 
sink, can make this part of the 
kitchen as bright as any other, and 
permits the homemaker to work at 
the sink without standing in her own 
shadow. Moreover, the modern house­ 
wife who uses an electric dishwasher 
is not obliged to spend the long hours 
at the dishpan each day that her 
mother did. 
Below the sink will be storage 


space for utensils. At both sides will 
be work counters or surfaces to con­ 
nect the dishwashing-clewning center 
with the work cejiters on either side. 
Wall cabinets flanking the stnk and 
above the work 
counters provide 
space for dishes, glassware, silver 
ami other equipment Soffit lights 
under the wall cabinets, to illumin­ 
ate the work surfaeas beneath, are a 
desirable addition. Plenty of conveni­ 
ence outlets should be placed in the 
wall above the work counters to faci­ 
litate the use of small appliances such 
as the toaster and mixer. 
Thus it is easy to see how smoothly 
your kitchen work will move along 
from the moment you first begin 
getting dinner until it is ready to be 
served. The principle is the same one 
used in the modern factory with its 
assembly-line production. 
In the modern kitchen the house­ 
wife first removes food supplies from 
her electric refrigerator or the stor­ 
age cabinets adjoining it in the stor- 
age-preparation center. Here she pre­ 
pares foods for cooking at the work 
counter conveniently near — mixing 
batter, stuffing the chicken, or con­ 
cocting her favorite recipe. 
From this counter it is only a step 
or two to the dishwashing-cleaning 
center, where she adds water for sim­ 
mering or boiling, scrubs and pares 
vegetables, and carries on other sim­ 
ilar activities. Next she moves along 
to the cooking-serving center, where 
she puts the final touches on every­ 
thing before placing them in the oven 
or on top of her electric range. 
When the meal is ready to serve, 
it takes but a moment for her to 
carry It through the nearby door into 
the dining room and serve it piping 
hot, deliciously flavored and fresh 
from the oven, without waste motion 
or lost time.

teacher.

June, 1871, work was completed 
on the Institute building, a three- 
story structure costing $25,000, 
Lincoln Institute first received 


by the State as a normal as early 
as February 14. 1870, and by the 
act of March 16, 1870, the 
State 
agreed to and did pay the school 
$2,500 semi-annually as a teach­ 
ers training institution. 
From almost the beginning the 
emphasis of the educational pro­ 
gram has been placed upon

Heavy losses of young chicks have 
been the unfortunate experience of 
many poultrymen who started with 
good chicks, a clean brooder house, 
a stove In good working order, cor­ 
rectly balanced feed and an ade­ 
quate supply of fresh clean water.

A sudden sharp 
fall in the outdoor temperature at 
night will not nffcct chicks in this 
house because the heat will not leak 
away as rapidly as it will In an unin­ 
sulated house. Fuel is conserved, 
thereby reducing the cost of brood­ 
ing chicks in such an insulated 
house. 
Brooder houses can he kept dry 
and free from drafts only by correct 
ventilation. 
Insulating a brooder 
house is a long step toward getting 
proper ventilation, which depends 
on even temperature and the elim 
tnation of drafts.
